Shame 


Qne feels a sense of shame for 
the President in that he accept- 
ed the speech written for him 
which parrots what Vice Presi- 
gent Nixon nas been saying— 
that electing the Democrats 
would be to turn the Congress 
and the payermmiint @ over to left- 
wingers. 

I prefer to'do my own chores, 
But. this position by the Presi- 
dent and the Vice President is 
yo shameful and false a thing 
that it needs answering.

Democrat House Victory, 
Close. Senate F ight Seen

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—Sufficient Democratic gains to control the House and a 
tight battle for the Senate were indicated today in a final weekend graye survey 


of all 48 states. 
Correspondents of The New 


York Times reported Democrats 
running ahead in key races that 


will determine party control of 
the next Congress, but the mar- 
gins in many states were peri- 
lously close and still subject to 
change. 

The soundings were completed 
last Friday, before an l1lth-hour 
drive by the Republicans reached 
its peak and before President Ei- 
senhower himself took the stump 
in a whirl-wind aerial tour of 
four states—Ohio, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky and Delaware—that may 
prove decisive in the battle for 
the Senate. 


WARN OF CHANGES 


Correspondents in several states 
warned that their latest reports 
are subject to change if an un- 
expectedly large vote develops as 
a result of enthusiasm generated 
during the final days of the cam- 
paign. Until recently, both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans com- 
plained of widespread apathy 
among voters in many sections 
of the country. 

The trend, unless it is reversed, 
clearly was Democratic as of 
Friday, and it was not confined 
to any single section of the coun- 
try. 

The signs are that the Demo- 
crats will win control of the 
House, with seats to spare. On a 
most conservative basis, the sur- 
vey showed the Democrats win- 
ning at least a dozen seats, and 
a sweep might give them 40 or 
more. The present House con- 
sists of 219 Republicans (includ- 
ing one vacancy), 215 Democrats 
(with three vacancies) and one 
Independent. 


TOO CLOSE TO CALL 


The battle for the Senate appar- 
ently is much closer. With 37 
seats at stake, involving 22 held 
by Democrats and 15 held by 
Republicans, correspondents of 
The Times reported the Demo- 
crats ahead in 24 races, the Re- 
publicans ahead in nine and clas- 
sified four as too close for predic- 
tions, 

The Senate presently eonsists 
of 49 Republicans, 46 Democrats 
and a single Independent, and the 
races marked as ‘“‘toss-ups’’ well 
may determine whether the Dem- 
ocrats gain control.

Grand Jurors Took 
A Clear-Eyed View 


The Fulten County Grand Jury has 
approved the way the City of Atlanta 
handles certain of its affairs, including 
the regulation and sale of mixed drinks, 
and criticized the county on several points. 

First and foremost, it sided with the 
city in the long and bitter dispute with 
the county over which should have ju- 
rigsdiction in traffic and misdemeanor 
cases. The jury also urged the county 
to do something about its jail, As the 
result of disclosures of offenses frem as- 
sault to sodomy among the prisoners, a 
jury investigation called Fulton Tower “a 
disgrace to the community.” 

The sale of mixed drinks under -a city 
pouring license, based on a state’ revenue 
department oe Was upheld as fitting 
the local situation. The city police de- 
partment was complimented on its work, 
particularly in regulating the sale of 


mixed drinks, and the jury had nothing, 


but praise for the efficiency and integrity 
of Chief Herbert Jenkins. 

The Southeastern Fair, which°had its 
midway raided by men from the office of 
the solicitor of the Fulton Criminal Court, 
also was complimented by the jury. Con- 
cerning the fair, the jury reported that 
“recreation, including certain games, has 
always been a part of fairs, Entertain- 
ments of this kind under strict supervi- 
sign should be continued, After an in- 
vestigation of this year’s fair, it is the 
judgment of this jury that the manage- 
ment is striving to measure up to the 
best standards, and give to our commu- 
nity the type of fair to which it is en- 
titled,”’ 


The county solicitor’s office was in- 
ferentially criticized in the recommenda- 
tion that the city try traffic and misde- 
meanor cases. One of the reasons given 
was the “alarming” slowness of the Ful- 
ton County Criminal Court, 


The jury took note of an Atlanta Con- 
stitution story and an editorial of Oct, 11 
and 12, in its recommendation that judges 
be allowed to fix sentences in criminal 
cases instead of the trial jury. The story 
and editorial were on the danger of the 
estimated 1,500 sex deviates on Atlanta 
streets, The jury noted that many of 
these deviates had served terms for sex 
offenses, and while their- records were 
known to the judges, they were denied 
to the jurors. 

“Such an amendment would keep the 
habitual criminal out. of circulation for 
longer periods of time. Also it would 
save many lives, much suffering, as well 
as much money for our taxpayers,” the 
jurors reported, 

- The September-October Grand Jury 
handed down its findings on subjects 
whicly have been issues and under discus- 
sion for some time. The jury’s report to 


the people impresses us as being sane :

As the South Grows, 
So. Do Its Problems 


The population of the nation is still 
growing.. Recent figures show that a new 
citizen joins the total every 11 seconds, 
And the South is doing its part, accord- 
ing to the newest figures from the Bureau 
of the Census. 

As of July 1, 1954, in fact, the report 
shows that the South has a greater total 
population than any other sectional di- 
vision of the country. The 13 Southern 
states as of that date had a total popula- 
tion of 49,214,000—an increase of 5.5 per 
eent in the last four years, 

Georgia’s population in that four-year 
period has grown by an estimated 159,- 
000 people. That's a lot of new faces and 
a lot of new opportunities. It is also a 
challenge to meet many new problems 
that growth entails. 

The region continues to make spec- 
tacular gains in all fields, but it still lags 
in per capita incomes compared to the 
rest of the nation. The seven Southeast- 
ern states have tHe lowest rating in this 
connection in the nation, with a per capita 
average in 1953 of $1,159, compared to a 
national average of $1,709. 

Growth in population brings problems 
such as those we are now experiencing 
in Georgia in providing school facilities. 
Rising per capita incomes and greater 

conomic opportunities, however, are lay- 
ing the foundations for successful adjust- 
ments and continued progress.

The lady goes on to a pretty fair 
job of correcting the false impres- 
sion herself. ‘‘Not long ago,’’ she 
seys, “I was introduced to a lady 
and drove to church with her in 
the car of a friend. She spoke of 
her birthplace, in another state, 
and repeated the quote above. 
Three other occupants of the car 
sprang to the deiense. 

“Said the first, ‘Well, I am a 
native and I ‘‘borned”’ seven 
others.’ The second said, ‘I con- 
tributed three more.’ And the third 
said, ‘I, too, am a native.’ 

‘“‘Also at a recent dinner a census 
was taken, The ratio was four (na- 


tive Atlantans) to two. One of the 


duo was a Georgian. This is not 
to say, of course, another dinner 
might not have produced a result 
exactly in reverse. We have thous- 
ands of citizens and neighbors who 
have come to us from the four 
quarters of the earth to enrich and 
add greatly to the fame and pres- 
tige of our city. 

As for Atlanta’s being Southern, 
Miss Thornton agrees our city is 
no Savannah or Charleston, but 
she points out that the Atlanta 
guest is introduced to ‘‘amenities, 
customs and delights that could not 
be found in any but a place of 
truly Southern origin and flavor.” 

Miss Ella May has made her 
case. To strengthen it, I did a little 
research. I called the State Health 
Department. Anne Johnson told me 
there are 15,000 births in Atlanta 
annually. But she submitted ad- 
verse evidence. She had taken a 
poll of about 20 fellow employes 
and found only two Atlanta natives. 

With an assist from the club sec- 
retaries, I ran a total on the mem- 
bership in “four of the city’s civic 
clubs. Among 997 men, 205 were 
born inside the city limits, within 
gunshot of Five Points. 

U.S. census figures do not show 
Atlanta nativity. They do show that 
o*. 3,440,578 Georgians counted in 
1950, 2,920,700 first saw daylight 
within the state. 

Native or not, every one of the 
3,440,578 was born barefoot. 

It's like the story of the tourist 
who pulled into a filling station, 
got out of his car, sniffed the air 
superciliously and read the sign. 

“Atlanta, Georgia, eh,’’ he said 
to the station attendant. “Any big 
men born here?” 

“No, cap’n,’’ said the attendant. 
“Nothing but babies. Guess they 
do it different up North.”

WASHINGTON—Two important issues are at 
stake in this 1954 election. One is in the open. 
The other is substantially beneath the surface but ‘ 
it will come in for sharp and controversial discussion after the votes 


are counted. 


The obvious issue is Republican versus Democratic control of 


Congress. 

The beneath-the-surface issue is 
whether the Republican moderates 
of the Republican “‘Old Guard”’ are 
to be strengthened in their in- 
fluence upon party policy. 

If the more marked Republican 
conservatives,.such as Joseph 
Meek in Llinois) and Sen. Guy Gor- 
don in Oregon are defeated, it will 
be evidence of the continuing vote- 
getting weakness of the Republi- 
can right-wing. 

If such Republican moderates 
and strong Eisenhower supporters 
as Sen. Leverett Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, Sen, John S. Coo- 
per of Kentucky and former Rep. 
Clifford Case in New Jersey are 
defeated, for whatever reason, 
their defeat will certainly bear 
upon the President's power in his 
party and will weaken the mod- 
erate forces within the party of 
which the President is the nation- 
al spokesman. 


This, I am convinced, is the 
controlling reason why the Repub- 
lican right-wing in New Jersey is 
actively and openly out to defeat 
Republican senatorial nominee 
Case, These Republican conserva- 
tives of the extreme right would 
rather have the. chance of con- 
trolling a defeated organization 
than to Jose control of a winning 
organization.

a Democratic New Deal senator 
than to see go to Washington a 
man whom Mr. Eisenhower has 
endorsed as a Republican mod- 
erate. 

Vice President Nixon contends 
that these Republican rightists are 
living in a dangerous, deluded 
dream-world. His view — and it 
is clear that he is speaking with 
the approval of the President—is: 

That the realistic alternative to 
the Eisenhower administration’s 
middle-road moderation — human- 
itarian toward people and conser- 
vative toward finance — is not a 
swing to the right, but a swing 
to the left, that the alternative is 
not toward more conservatism but 
toward more radicalism. 

That right-wing-ism will not car- 
ry the Republican party to na- 
tional office nor keep it in office. 

That for. the right-wing to split 
the Republican party is.to risk 
another long period of Republican 
exile and to deny moderates the 
opportunity to govern the nation. 

The evidence is strong in sup- 
port of Vice President Nixon's the- 
sis — that the alternative to Re- 
publican moderation is not to en- 
throne the right but to enthrone 
the left. It is also true that the 
Republican right-wing probably 
has the power to abet a swing to 
the political left — if it wants to 
cut its own throat and that of the 
Republican party. 


Harriman Cast Vote | 
In Voteless District 


WASHINGTON—Our voteless national capital 
should be grateful for small favors, especially 


in an election year when everybody else 
great democracy can vote but us.

The small favor referred to is the publicity now given our vote- 
less plight unwittingly and also in a roundabout fashion by the subject 
being dragged into the hot Harriman-Ives governorship race’ in 


New York. 

For a brief fill-in if you missed 
the big news. Gov. Dewey of New 
York, who seems to be doing most 
of the thinking and talking for his 
hand-picked candidate for gover- 
nor—Sen, Irving M. Ives—comes 
along now to say and depose: 

That Averell Harriman, the 
Democratic candidate, is not eli- 
gible to become governor of New 
York because he voted here Jn a 
preferential presidential primary 
in 1952 and signed a paper saying 
he resided in Washington, which 
he was for a fact, being adminis- 
trator of the Marshall Plan. Gov. 
Dewey cites the New York Con- 
stitution’s requirement for five 
years residence in New York as 


qualification’ for holding office 
there. 


It seems safe to predict Mr. 
Harriman’s election, at least that’s 
a natural inference from the wor- 
ry of Tom Dewey and his candi- 
date. They apparently resorted to 
the Democratic primary here in 
the national capital as a last des- 
perate device. Their series of 
previous charges against Mr. Har- 


viman, heavily dramatized over 


radio and television, did not seem 


. to take with’ the voters, for the 


polls continued to show Mr. Har~ 
riman well ahead. 


The 1952 primary here was en- 
tirely unofficial. It was so inno- ~ 
cent, a strictly by-proxy affair. 
All people could vote for were 
delegates who then went to the 
convention and voted fer candi 
dates for President and vice-presi- 
dent. 


It did look as if the unofficial, 
practice primary in 1952 might 
lead to a legal and recognized 
primary. Congress passed a bill at 
its last session authorizing a pref- 
erential primary for each party. 
But Presideft Eisenhower vetoed 
it on the ground that it would per- 
mit government employes to par 
ticipate in politics and thus violate 
the Hatch Act, a strained inter- 
pretation indeed. 

Only Congress can give us the 
vote and “home rule’’ so that we’ 
can manage our own city govern 
ment. But we can’t vote in con- 
gressional elections since we are 
allowed no representative in Con- 
gress. The only people who can do 
us any good are those in the coun- 
try who can vote and who eould, 
if they would, prod their mem- 
ons of Congress to give us the

Franklin Brooks, 
the other guard who'd played with and like a 101-degree fever, 
fell onto the bench and wept some unashamed tears of his 
own. It had been pretty jarring. 

And then the lady had her heart attack. Korean children are 
starving to death.

Knox Hotel 
On Way Out

There’s big news from our correspondent, Raymond Wash- 
ington, down in Thomson, Ga. The old Knox Hotel, home-away- 
from-home for more than a century of Georgia travelers, is on 
the way out.

Mrs. Kate Knox Pace, who has managed the hotel for many 
a long year, and her son, Albert, have sold the rambling, three- 
storied old frame building to her nephews—Pete, Wycke, Bob 
and Lawrence Knox—and there are rumors that it will be torn 
down to make way for a shopping center. 


Raymond Washington reports that the ojd hotel was built 
in 1850 by J. H. Stockton &Sr., of the Georgia railroad, and came 
into the Knox family’s hands in 1882 when Mrs. Pace’s father, 
Charles E. Knox, bought it. 


The hotel has been home to several generations of com- 
mercial travelers and many distinguished guests have signed 
its ancient register. According to legend Mrs. Pace’s father 
was a man who liked good cooking and married a girl who 
set a fine table. The story is that he was on his way home from 
Virginia after the Civil War and he saw a pretty girl baking 
biscuits and proposed. 


Anyhow, the kitchen of the old Knox hotel has always been 
its heart—and the late Mr. Knox would brook’ no interference 
in the culinary department. If a guest asked him: when dinner 
would be ready he replied, ‘“‘When the dinner bell rings.’’ And 
if the guest wanted to know when that would be, Mr. Knox 
had another answer ready: “‘When dinner’s ready.” 


The Knox Hotel staff has been nearly as famous as its 
cuisine. Although Mrs. Pace and her son have never had more 
than three servants at one time to help them run the 22-room 
hotel, they have had some distinguished ones. Jack Sturgis, a 
Negro who died last Thanksgiving, was a favorite with traveling 
men and sort of chief-of-staff in the back of the house. He built 
the fires in the morning and awakened the traveling salesman. 


*‘When I was a boy I resented him telling me what rooms 
to put people in,’”’ Mr. Pace told Raymond Washington, ‘‘but 
later I realized he knew what rooms they . preferred. 


Idus Boggs, a tremendous black man of great strength, was 
another well known to travelers. He was extremely proud of 
his post as porter for the Knox hotel and when the train to 
Augusta sounded its whistle, Idus summoned traveling men by 
booming: ‘‘All you--———who is going to Augusta, let’s go!’ It 
was not a proper way to addréss the guésts, the Paces admit, 
but it was effective and never seemed to offend them. 


In these days of wall-to-wall carpeting, air-conditioning and 
elegant plumbing, the old hotel finds business poor. Pampered 
present-day travelers don’t like to share the bath or scoot 
through chilly halls, which cannot be heated. 


So the Paces are going to suspend operation soon and they 
hope to be moved by Thanksgiving to a new house, built espe- 
cially for them, Mr, Washington reports. But the passing of the 
old hotel will bring sadness to many people who have put their 
feet under its laden tables and warmed by its fires.
